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Vote on Revised Constitution and 
Increase in Dues 


N November 15, 1947, two ballots were mailed to the Con- 

ference membership—one asking for a vote on the pro- 
posed new constitution and the other requesting an increase 
in the schedule of membership fees. 


Mr. William J. Blackburn, Jr., Chairman of the Tellers

In favor—1,908 
Against— 22 


II—Increase in membership fees—total votes cast 1,849 
In favor—1,687 
Against — 162

A Request of Our Members 


N OST of the members of the National Conference haye 

been with it for a long time. It may be hard for them 
to realize that there have been new social workers coming 
into the field particularly in the central, southern and east- 
ern states, over a period of six years or more who have 
never really had a chance to attend an Annual Meeting of 
the National Conference because of restrictions on trans. 
portation and hotel accommodations. 


The 1947 meeting was in San Francisco out of reach of 
most social workers in the central, southern and eastern 
states. The Buffalo meeting in 1946 was plagued with 
difficulties of transportation and securing hotel rooms. The 
year before (1945) no meeting could be held. In 1944 a meet- 
ing was held in Cleveland but transportation and hotel ac- 
commodations restricted attendance. In 1943 only two re- 
gional meetings could be held, in New York City and St. 
Louis. Even the 1942 meeting in New Orleans was handi- 
capped by some transportation restrictions. In 1941 the 
meeting was in Atlantic City relatively free of restrictions, 
Newcomers to the field of social work during the last six 
or seven years have never really had a chance to know 
what an Annual Meeting of the National Conference means, 
There are many former members whose absences from an- 
nual meetings for this period may have dimmed their memor- 
ies and their appreciation of the National Conference. 


We are hoping each member of the National Con- 
ference will make a special point of speaking to friends about 
the Annual Meeting in Atlantic City in April and about the 
National Conference and then if their friends do not seem to 
be fully aware of the need to attend the 75th Annual Meet- 
ing or of the need to become members urge them to join 
and to come to Atlantic City. 


1947 Proceedings 


HE 1947 Proceedings of the San Francisco Annual Meet- 

ing will be distributed about March 1. Due to the con- 
tinued limitations on the use of paper, it will be approxi- 
mately the same length as last year’s Proceedings. 


The many people who were not able to attend the San 
Francisco meeting as well as those who did will look for- 
ward to receiving their copy of the Proceedings. In it they 
will have one of the best if not the best cross section of 
social work thinking in these important days.

Report from The Conference President 


Relative to the 


Selection of An Executive Secretary and a Study of the National Conference 


T the meeting of the Executive Committee of the Na- 

tional Conference held in New York City on October 

16, 1947, the President was authorized to appoint a personnel 

committee to draw up qualifications for the position of 

Executive Secretary of the National Conference, to submit 

names in nomination therefor, and to report at the January 
meeting. 


The committee was appointed in November and consists 
of: George Rabinoff, of New York City, Chairman; Lyman 
Ford of New York City; Russell Kurtz of Concord, New 
Hampshire; Marion Hathway of Pittsburgh; and Helen 
Wright of Chicago. Although all members of the committee 
could not meet at one time, the Chairman conferred or 
corresponded with.each member and met with those who 
could come to New York City. The President conferred on 
several occasions with Mr. Rabinoff and those members of 
the committee who were available. 


In December, the Personnel Committee submitted a report 
to the President stating in essence that as it addressed itself 
to the task of defining the qualifications for an Executive 
Secretary, it was immediately apparent that the future 
program of the Conference in relation to recent develop- 
ments in Social Work and the relationship of the Conference 
to certain other national bodies should be studied and clari- 
fied in order to obtain a more satisfactory concept of the 
functions and requirements of National Conference leader- 
ship in the immediate and long future. The Committee, 
therefore, quite properly submitted this opinion to the 
President and awaited instructions. Upon receipt of this 
report, the President communicated with the Executive 
Committee and with its approval, authorized the Personnel 
Committee to submit a statement based on its deliberations 
and suggestions at the meeting ofthe Executive Committee 
on January 16, 1948. 


At this meeting, therefore, the recommendations of the 
Personnel Committee were presented and discussed at length. 
It was duly voted that a study, of the Conference, broadly 
designed to extend and strengthen its present influence and 
leadership and clarify its relation to other groups, should be 
undertaken. It was voted further to instruct the Personnel 
Committee to set up qualifications and submit the names 
of persons who might be considered for the post of Executive 
Secretary at this time. The Executive Committee came to 
the conclusion after thorough debate, that in fairness to the 
Conference and the person selected to succeed Howard 
Knight at this time, that a three-year appointment would 
be sound in view of the possibility that the proposed study 
might suggest changes in the content and scope of the 
position as presently conceived. The present Executive Com- 
mittee took the position, in other words, that it did not wish 
to tie the hands of the Executive Committee three years 
hence when presumably the study would be completed and 
acted upon by the Conference members. It was fully agreed 
that the person appointed at this time should in no wise 
be ineligible for reappointment at the close of the study. 
The Personnel Committee was relieved of all responsibility 
with respect to the study and asked to go forward at once 
in the nominating of an Executive Secretary under the con- 
ditions noted above. Mr. Rabinoff accepted this assignment 
and will report to the Executive Committee not later than 
April 17, 1948 and earlier if possible. 


The Proposed Study of the National Conference 


The Executive Committee voted on January 16, 1948, after 
thorough discussion, that the proposed study should cover 
at least the following points: 


1. The relation of the National Conference of Social Work 
as an organization to such organizations as the American 
Association of Social Workers, National Social Welfare 
Assembly, and the national functional agencies. 


2. The relationship of the National Conference of Social 
Work to those aspects of the programs of the above agencies 
which are devoted to the conference, forum, and general 
educational functions. 


3. The relationship of the National Conference of Social 
Work. to the State Conferences of Social Work. 


4. The question as to whether the National Conference 
should hold (a) annual rather than biennial meetings (b) 
regional rather than national meetings (c) both national 
and regional meetings. 


The conclusions reached by the Executive Committee were 
summarized in three motions providing that: (1) a study 
including the above points should be made as soon as feas- 
ible (2) it should not be conducted by the Executive Secre- 
tary of the Conference but under the auspiees of a com- 
mittee appointed by the Executive Committee and authorized 
by the membership with such full or part-time personnel 
as might be indicated. 


The Presidant was authorized to appoint a committee at 
this time to outline in further detail the scope, method, and 
type of the study to be undertaken with the expectation that 
the committee would report to the membership at Atlantic 
City in April. 

During the past few weeks, the President and members of 
the Executive and Personnel Committees have received a 
number of letters and comments from members throughout 
the country expressing the conviction that a study of this 
character should be conducted. These messages and sug- 
gestions have invariably revealed deep interest in the Con- 
ference and its future, belief in the forum method and func- 
tion carried on so successfully by the Conference, and the 
conviction that our 75th Anniversary Year is an appropriate 
time not only to view the past, but to build constructively 
for the future in order that the Conference may be of in- 
creasing value and significance to social work. The Executive 
Committee was unanimous in its expression of conviction 
and faith in the contribution of the National Conference, both 
in the past and the present, in its unique function as the 
only body of its kind in social work with a true national 
coverage and in its prospects and challenge for the future. 


The President will be happy to receive comments or sug- 
gestions from members, both now and at Atlantic City 
relative to the wisdom of the study contemplated and the 
methods that might be employed in carrying it out.

The amount still needed to bring the National Conference 
through the crisis including paying for the San Francisco 
Proceedings is $15,000.00. The special city campaign chair- 
men who have not yet completed their campaigns, some of 
whom have started but have not yet sent in contributions, 
can be counted upon to bring in about $10,000.00 of this. 
Community Chests have contributed substantially in these 
special city campaigns. They have indicated they felt Com- 
munity Chests had a stake in the National Conference and 
they wished to contribute to the 75th Anniversary Fund, 
Mr. Leonard Mayo recently appealed to Community Chests 
outside of the 31 selected cities asking them to contribute. 


The Finance Committee made up of Mr. Leonard Mayo as 
Chairman, Mr. Arch Mandel, Mr. Paul Benjamin, Miss 
Marion Hathway, Mr. Kenneth L. M. Pray, Mr. Joseph P. 
Anderson and Mr. George Rabinoff are most deeply ap- 
preciative of the response of our members to the appeals 
and to our many friends who are working in the Campaign. 
They are hopeful that in a short time the full amount needed 
will have been contributed. They feel that once through the 
crisis, the increased dues, the strengthening of the Area 
Membership Committees to bring a substantially increased 
membership and good attendance at several annual meetings 
free of transportation and other restrictions will enable the 
National Conference to go ahead with assurance that there 
will not be a recurrence of the crisis such as we have faced. 


Area Committees 


HE Executive Committee in a meeting in New York 

City on January 16 commended the Area Committees 
for their services, expressed deep appreciation for all that 
they have done and went on to say that the National Con- 
ference must count on them a great deal this year. They 
felt the Area Committees were of such vital importance that 
they moved to appoint “a Special Committee, at least one 
member of which shall be a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee, to be responsible for helping in the organization and 
development of Area Committees and to study and report 
to the Executive Committee the problems and progress of 
this, organization and its services.” The Executive Com- 
mittee asked the Area Membership Committees to secure 
4500 new members this year 


1948 Election 


HE election of Officers and Committee members of the 

National Conference of Social Work is by mail ballot. 
Nominations are made a year in advance and are reported in 
the first issue of the Conference Bulletin published after 
the close of the annual meeting. The official ballot for the 
1948 election will be mailed about February 15 to all Confer- 
ence members who are entitled to vote or who may become 
entitled to vote by payment of their current membership 
fees. Ballots are to be returned to reach the Conference office 
at any time up to April 8. After that they should be deposited 
at the Registration Desk at Conference Headquarters m 
Atlantic City where the polls will close at 5:00 P.M., Tuesday, 
April 20. Results of the election will be announced during 
the Conference week in Atlantic City. ALL MEMBERS OF 
THE CONFERENCE ARE STRONGLY URGED TO EXER- 
CISE THEIR RIGHT TO VOTE! 
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Report of the Treasurer for 1947 


HE National Conference suffered a delayed reaction from 

the War which made itself strikingly evident in 1947. 
Rising costs, small attendance at annual meetings during the 
War, due largely to travel restrictions and difficulty in secur- 
ing hotel accommodations, brought us to the beginning of this 
year with a deficit of $10,235.14. Membership promotion 
through Area Committees was discontinued during the War 
because our Membership Secretary went into the armed 
services. In addition, unpredictable expenses in connection 
with the San Francisco meeting further aggravated the 
situation. We took two important steps to bring us out 
from under, one, the employment of a Secretary to develop 
Area Membership Committees, and, second, the revision of 
the Constitution to permit increase in dues. The first had 
just gotten under way and the revision of dues will not take 
effect until 1948. 


So early in October, we found ourselves with almost 
$13,000.00 in unpaid bills and commitments, an estimated 
bill of about $9,000.00 for the San Francisco Proceedings, 
which had not yet been received, and an operating expense 
to the end of the year estimated at $13,000.00. In other 
words, the Conference would need almost $35,000.00 by 
December 31, 1947 to be square with the world. Against 
this we had $629.00 in the bank and anticipated income 
from renewals of about $2,800.00. 


The Executive Committee went into action in October 
authorizing the organization of the 75th Anniversary Fund 
Campaign to stimulate renewals by delinquent members, to 
secure new memberships and to appeal for contributions. 
By December 31 we had received $4,228.59 in renewals, 
$1,792.00 in new memberships, $4,014.84 in contributions from 
our members in general, $440.00 from Associate Groups and 
$6,609.50 in contributions from the first 19 special city cam- 
paign chairmen making reports out of 30 such chairmen 
appointed in as many citites. These total $17,084.93 which 
was sufficient to pay actual operating expenses for the last 
quarter and to reduce the deficit to $17,320.16. If our cam- 
paign organization can bring in the full amounts of their 
quotas this deficit can be paid before the 75th Anniversary 
Meeting. ’ 


The Financial Statement #2 for 1947 shows that the Con- 
ference started 1947 with a cash balance in Operating Ac- 
count of $895.98 and received from all sources $79,876.26 
for a total of $80,772.24. Expenditures were $79,794.24 leaving 
a balance of $978.00 on December 31, 1947. 


Financial Statement #3 shows income from member- 
ships in the Operating Account to be $46,814.87, as compared 
with an estimate of $78,316.00; income from other sources 
of $16,496.69, as compared with an estimate of $5,000.00; and 
total receipts of $63,311.56 as compared with budgeted re- 
ceipts of $83,316.00. 


For 1948, the estimated income is $90,973.00 in accordance 
with the detail of column 3 in Statement #3. It will be noted 
that a substantial increase is expected from memberships. 
The three factors which determined this estimate are in- 
creased scale of membership dues, a greater activity on the 
part of Membership Area Committees which had been 
organized in the latter part of 1947, and the probable large 


attendance at the annual meeting in Atlantic City. This last 
promotes membership as well as increased income from 
attendance fees. The sales from the Anniversary book should 
total over $9,000.00, but this is largely washed out by an 
expenditure of $8,319.00. 


Expenditures for 1947 total $66,664.40. For 1948 the pro- 
posed budget of expenditures totals $89,939.00 as per the 
items in column 3, statement #3 under expenditures. The 
largest increases are for salaries and for printing. In the 
former, the budget carries for a full twelve months the 
salary increases made to the staff in the middle of 1947, 
and also carries for the full year the salary of an assistant 
secretary, who was employed in the latter part of 1947. The 
additional volume of work involved in preparing for the 
75th Anniversary Meeting and the shift of responsibilities 
caused by the death ef Mr. Knight have necessitated the 
addition of two secretaries in the office. The increase in 
printing is partly due to increasing printing costs and greater 
quantities that will be needed in 1948 but largely to the 
inclusion of two new items in 1948 —the Biennial Directory, 
$4,000.00 and Mr. Bruno’s book, $8,319.00. 


Statement #4 on the Annual Meeting Account shows the 
total receipts and balance to be $13,564.70, total expenditures 
of $18,780.70 and a deficit of $5,216.00 which was taken from 
the Operating account. Statement #5 shows anticipation 
of substantial increases in income due to the increased at- 
tendance fees and the larger attendance expected $30,300.00 
against an actual income of $13,564.70 in 1947. 


For 1948, the estimated expenditures for the Annual Meet- 
ing total $25,650.00. This increase of the $18,780.00 ex- 
penditure in 1947 is due primarily to the payment of rental 
for meeting facilities in Atlantic City. 


The 75th Anniversary campaign to date has eased the 
financial situation of the Conference, and if our expecta- 
tions are realized, it will take us out of the woods. It is 
gratifying to report that we have made a net gain in the 
past year in spite of unfavorable circumstances. Our friends 
in the Western states and our Area Committees should be 
given credit for this. As the year closed, quite a number 
of Area Committees were pushing membership drives and 
new members were coming in at an accelerated rate. On 
December 31, the Conference had 6,648 members as compared 
with 5,750 a year ago. Our goal is 10,000 by the end of 1948. 
With an expected large attendance in Atlantic City and with 
the continuing work throughout the year of the Area Com- 
mittees, this goal does not seem unreasonable. The financial 
stability of the Conference depends upon continuing mem- 
berships. 


We cannot close this report without expressing a deep sense 
of gratitude to all the friends of the Conference who worked 
and are still working in the 75th Anniversary Fund Cam- 
pa.gn, to every contributor, and to the Area Committees 
upon whom so much will depend.
